The Vols took the University of 
Tennessee Doctors of Memphis in 
their final contest of the campaign 
by a score of 76 to 66. February 
14. in Martin. The Vols had to 
come from behind after the half to 
accomplish the feat as they trailed 
31 to 30 at that time. A six point 
margin was the largest separation 
between the two teams during the 
first half. 

After five minutes of the second 
half the Vols held a four point 
edge which they increased to nine 
points and a 59 to 50 score in the 
next five minutes. Going into the 
remaining five minutes it was the 
Vols at the helm 68 to 59. 

Jim Hart led the Vols in the 
offensive department as he ac¬ 
counted for 23 points.
